Teachers are arriv ing today frcm 
ev ery part of Lee county to attend the 
annual Lee Countv Teacher’s Insti­ 
tute. 
The institute was opened by 
County superintendent I. F. 
Ed­ 
wards at 9:4 5 at the South Side school 
by announcing th a t Prof. 
R. 
B 
Xleimsmid would lead the teachers 
in singing “ Lead Kindly Light,” Miss 
Sue Steel presided at the piano. After 
the singing of the hymn Rev . William 
Crav en offered the inv ocation. 
The 
prayer was followed by Prof. Kleins- 
mid addressing the institute saying: 
“ Ev ery well regulated teacher’s in­ 
stitute should sing the national hymn 
before commencing work. 
Accord­ 
ingly, let ev eryone present take part 
in this song so that we all may get 
the true inspiration for the institute.”

Crip p le, Creek , Colo., Aug. 22.—-No 
secret is made here of the fact that tho 
dep ortation of Attorneys Eugene Eng- 
loy. Frank J. Hangs and J. C. Cole 
and twelv e other men from this dis­ 
trict Saturday night was p lanned by 
members of the Mine Owners’ asso­ 
ciation and Citizens’ Alliance, and was 
carried out under their direction. The 
El Paso, Vindicator, Findley and oth­ 
er large mines were closed down when 
the day shift stop p ed work . 


P roceed ed w ith th e “ R ou n d -U p .” 
A rep ort had been in circulation that 
sev eral hundred deiiorted union men 
w*ere returning to the camp in a body, 
and it had been determined to driv e 
them away again should they come. 
This rep ort p rov ed to be groundless.

TOBACCO SALARIES. 


A ( D u tom o f t h e A m e r ic a n C o lo n le t 
B e fo r e t h e R e vo lu t io n . 
Before the Revolution, ministers of 
the Anglican church in those American 
colonies where that church was estab­ 
lished by law were remunerated “ in 
kind” instead of in money . 
Mary land 
gave an incumbent forty pounds of to­ 
bacco a y ear for every tithe pay er iu 
the parish, whether churchman or dis­ 
senter, white or colored. 
These terms 
were handsome enough to secure the 
pick of the clerical market. 
In Vir­ 
ginia the stipends represented a fixed 
and unvary ing quantity , by weight, of 
the manufactured leaf. These stipends 
were rather beggarly In quantity . 
In 
a bad y ear even the “ sweet scented 
parishes,” where the minister's salary 
was calculated on a high priced and 
exceptionally fragrant tobacco, y ielded 
only about $5(X> a y ear. The parishion­ 
ers sometimes refused to induct a cler­ 
gy man unless he would consent to take 
one salary for serving two parishes. In 
1758, when the price of tobacco had 
greatly risen, the house of burgesses 
passed a law fixing the cash equivalent 
of debts pay able in tobacco at one- 
third their true value, thus wiping out 
two-thirds of the incomes of ministers. 1 
Patrick Henry made his first fame in 
defending this law when a test case 
was brought in behalf of the injured 
clergy men.
